Bands of people were down town,
parading up and down, yelling like a
pack of wildmen, as if in fact most
of them were.

A barrel was hastily placed in the
middle of the street, there to do duty
A8 &4 speakers’ stand, and speaker af-

ter speaker arose to the oceasion,
and a great flow of Orutory poured
forth, in which the armies of the |

Allies were praised to the skies,

Hundreds of automobiles paraded |

the streets, decorated with flags.
Hundreds of people gathered at the |

io songs for hours. Snake dances of |
every conceivable variety were pulled
off. People who had Never  seen
others before, und probably never will :
again, hugged each other in thelr |
patriotic joy, pounded each other on |
the back, and all but shed tears of
